I have  tlie  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Heallh  Service's  of  the  Rural  District  of  Heverlev  for  1950. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  statistical  tables  dealino'  with  births, 
deaths  and  infectious  diseases.  I have  also  included  certain  informa- 
tion about  the  Health  Se'rvices  administered  l)y  the  C’ount.v  Council 
as  the  I.oeal  Health  Authority.  Although  these  services  are  not 
the  direct  responsibility  of  the  IRural  District  Council.  1 feel  that 
members  should  be  yiv('n  some  details  of  the  services  available 
within  the  Rural  District  as  the  local  Councillors  are  in  close  contact 
with  the  |)eople  of  the  area  whic'h  they  serve,  and  are.  therefoi'c. 
(‘iititled  to  the  fullest  information  with  reo’ard  to  nil  health  matters. 

Since  1 9 I S.  w hen  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into 
operation  and  the  Health  Services  were  di\ided  into  three  more  or 
h'ss  water-tioht  compartments,  namely,  hospital,  o'eneral  practitioner, 
and  |)re\('ntive  serxiees.  1 consider  that  there  has  been  a falling’  olf 
in  local  iid(*r{‘sl  in  health  matters.  excei)t  by  those  few  w'ho  are 
flircctly  coneeriu'd  with  Hospital  Management  Committees,  and 
;ilthoiioh  a certain  amount  of  liaison  betweeti  the  three  bodies  does 
exist.  1.  in  common  with  many  others,  feel  that  this  is  minimal. 

\'ei-y  Inryc  sums  arc  sp('nt  annually  on  the  cur/itive  side  ot 
mcflicinc.  <'spcci;il  I \ on  hospital  cases,  but  in  my  opinion  the 
proportion  ol  moiu'y  sp('nt  on  prexa'n ti no'  illness  is  not  adecpiate. 
;ind  more  research  and  ciupiiry  into  the  caiist'  of  everyday  illness 
III  schools,  factories,  and  oftici's.  would  pay  xery  lar<i'(‘  finaiK'ial 
dixifh-nds  and  produce  a hcalthit'r  school  population  and  a more 
< fficient  x\(»rl\in;i  adult  population,  ('iiratixc'  mediciiu'  <»ix('s  ((uieUi'r 
|•|•slllls  and  is  nutre  spectacular.  pr('x cn t i \ c mcdiciiu'  yix  c's  slowx'r 
la'siilts.  but  is  ol  more  lasliny  xahic  to  I lu'  comnnmit}  as  a xxhoh'. 

A brief  look  at  the  slalislics  shoxx’iny  the  incid('ncc  and  (he 
dc.'ith  rale  f|•(»nl  diphtheria  oxer  the  past  10  years  xx’ill  readily  show 
the  xahic  of  prcxcniion.  and  the  steady  lall  in  di'al  hs  und(;r  one  year 
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during  the  past  half-century  is  in  itself  a tribute  to  the  Infant 
\Nelfare  Services  which  have  been  in  the  hands  of  th^  local 
authoi'itics  during-  tliis  period. 

1 would  ui<>e  all  local  l■c|)l■cscu^at i ves,  whether  nieinbers  ol 
sanitary  or  local  health  authorities,  to  oi\e  their  su[)port  wherever 
possil)le  to  any  steps  which  are  likely  to  pre\eiit  illness,  and  t(» 
inakt'  it  their  ohjeel  to  reduce  and  not  inereasi'  the  nuinher  ol 
hospital  beds  re(iuired  in  their  district.  As  has  been  stated  on  man\ 
occasions,  hosi)itais  are  lai'^ely  populated  by  ” medical  I'ailures. 
and  the  fewer  o(’  these  in  any  community  the  healthier  that 
community  will  be. 

'I'lie  statistical  tables  for  the  Rural  District  show  corrected  rates 
as  follows  : — 

Ihrth  Rate  of  Ki.-h). 

Death  Rate  of  8.08. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  29.70. 

I'hese  ligures  compare  favourablv  with  those  for  the  country 
in  general. 

'riiere  are  still  1,11-8  piavies  and  1 ..‘OjO  |)ail  closets  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  although  these  in  themselves  may  not  be  detrimental 
to  health  they  are  always  a [jossible  source  of  infec'tion  to  thosi' 
who  are  in  the  unfortunate  position  of  having  to  use  them.  '1’hei‘e 
is,  tlu'refore,  no  place  for  complacency  about  these  figures  as  the 
number  is  still  very  high  ; during  the  past  yeai'  a rediu'tion  of  only 
I . l-'/o  has  been  accomplished.  The  position  in  a rural  disti'iet  is 
always  difficult,  but  wherever  possible,  privies  and  |)ail  closets  should 
be  j-cplaeed  by  more  modern  eonveniences. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  Health  De|)artment  of  any  authority  to 
maki'  full  use  of  the  Rublie  Health  I.aboratory  Sei'viee  in  tite  area, 
.-^iid  1 would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  and 
nelp  which  the  Health  Department  has  received  f)-om  Dr.  (Jreening, 
^^■ho  is  ir  charge  of  this  laboratory  at  Hull. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  ex|)ress  my  appreciation,  and  place  oji 
record  my  thanks,  for  tiu'  help  and  courtesy  of  the  (’hairnian  aiici 
members  of  the  I’.xecutive  Committee,  the  C'lerk,  Surveyor,  Sanitary 
I ns|)ectors  and  other  Officials,  during  the  past  yeai’.

DISEASES. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  riuit'  was  a marked  inerease 
in  these  two  eonditions  during'  IttdO.  'The  numher  of  eases  of  measles 
notified  was  2.)0,  a<>ainst  I IS  during'  the  previous  year,  ddie  number 
of  eases  of  whoopin<i'  c-oii^h  notified  was  70,  as  a^>ainst  58.  The  best 
ad\  iee  to  parents  in  the  al)senet'  of  any  effeetix  e jnethod  of  eoiitrollin^' 
these  two  diseases  is  to  proteet  tlieir  ehildren  from  eontaets  and  to 
s('ek  the  ad\  iee  of  a Doctor. 


Scarlet  Fever.  ' I'he  number  t)l'  eases  decreased  from  28  in  iy4't< 
to  12  durin^i  1950. 


Poliomyelitis.  As  in  I!)  1-9,  only  .*>  eases  oi  this  disease  were 
notified  during-  tlie  year. 

Poliomyelitis  is  an  infei'tious  disease  caused  by  a tiny  oenn  called 
\irus,  and  can  affect  people  of  all  a^es,  but  does  not  always  result 
in  paralysis,  in  fai't,  mor<‘  than  halt  of  those  alfeeted  reeoxer  without 
any  trouble,  and  the  extent  of  the  disability  can  be  considerably 
reduced  by  knowin<i'  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do  at  the  outset. 
As  the  oerms  ai’e  spread  b\  close  c'ontaet.  the  risk  of  infection  is 
treater  where  people  erow<l  together,  particularly  in  public  vehicles, 
and  places  of  entertainment,  such  as  cinemas. 

'I'lu*  risk  of  infection  is  also  \ery  ^reat  when  the  Jiatural 
r('sistanee  of  the  body  is  lowered,  and  it  is  wisest  to  avoid  over- 
tiring' the  body  by  stiamuoiis  exercises,  yettin^i'  over-tired  at  work, 
or  by  k<‘epin<i'  late  nights. 

All  food  should  he  proli'cted  from  Hies,  espt'cially  food  whieii 
is  to  he  eaten  without  lurtlu'r  eookin^i',  and,  of  course,  hands  should 
be  carefully  washial  before  ealin**'.  and  (ilnuifis  aft('r  usin**'  the  toilet. 

Durin^i'  August  and  Sei)t(‘mber  immunisation  a^^ainst  diphtheria 
and  whooping  eou<ih  was  suspended  as  |)oliomy'elitis  was  prexalent. 
llowcxer.  this  was  only  a prc'caii t ionary  measure  as  a result  oi  the 
diseoxery  of  souk*  asso<ialion  betxviam  immunisation  and  t he  <lex'elop- 
iii.Mit  of  |)aralysis.  It  cannot  be  loo  strongly  emphasised  I lull 
I mill  II  n i.sd  tuni  ui  iiiiii  /(iriii  <l(i(‘s  luil  (iiiisc  jmluiiiiijvliLis,  but  it  thx‘ 
infection  is  alreadx  presimt  an  injection  imni  increase  llu*  risk  of  local 
pa  I'a  lysis.

Home  Help  Service.  'I'he  provision  of  this  service  is  the 
rt'sponsibility  of  the  County  Council,  who  have  a full-time  oriraniser 
to  co-ordinate  tlu‘  service  throughout  the  eountv.

Water  Supply.  ()ulstaii(lin<>‘  work  oil  the  Flunsley  Scheme 
was  completed  duriiio’  the  year,  d’his  included  tlie  layiiio-  oi’  water 
mains  in  the  parishes  of  Molescroft.  Soutli  Cave,  and  \\"a!kin<>ton . 

'I'lie  Reservoir  at  Ilioh  Ilunsley  was  put  into  use  and  is  used 
to  SLiiiply  the  jiarislies  in  the  noi’th  of  the  lairal  district,  w ith  I h<^ 
exception  of  the  villages  of  k.tton  and  Dalton  Holme,  which  con- 
tinue<l  to  he  supplied  by  the  Dalton  Instate  (Vimpany. 

In  the  parish  of  South  Cave,  the  new  main  having-  hemi  lai<l. 
existing'  house  connexions  were  transferred  from  the  old  to  the  new 
main. 

Durino'  the  year.  sanijiles  of  watci’  were  takiui.  and  of  these 
unsatisiactory  samples  iiuniuered  .nS.  'I'hirly-six  pin-  cent,  of  these 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  at  Ktton.  'This  unsatisfactory 
supply  lias  now  been  rectified. 

Sewage  Disposal.  work  on  the  Sewera/ie  and  Sewayx' 
Disposal  Scheme  at  Skidh;.  md  Little  W'eiyhton  comimmced  in  the 
{>revious  year  was  continued  and  almost  com|)leted  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  d'he  work  of  connect  iny  exist  iny  pi-opcniics  to  this  sew^^r 
was  put  in  hand. 

During’  the  yeai’,  1 •>  cesspocils  wnre  constriu-tcd  and  1 existing 
ones  were  abolished. 

As  in  iirevious  years,  thei’c  are  still  a large'  number  of  ju-ixics 
and  pail  closets  in  the  district,  1,HS  and  1,880  respectix ely . During 
the  year,  18  lU’ivies  and  7 pail  closets  were  co-n\erted  to  tlie  wate-r 
carriage  system.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  still  a fairly  large 
sanitary  problem  in  tire  (tystrie-t  to  be  dealt  with.  llowcxer,  in 
rural  areas.  1 do  not  think  it  is  likely  that,  in  the  forcse'eable  future, 
this  form  of  disposal  wi'l  ever  be  completelx  eliminated. 

Milk.  During  the  rear,  0(5  samples  of  mil^  were  taken  for 
biological  examination,  and  of  these  o were  unsatisfactory.  Notices 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  were  served  on  8 of  the  pi'oducers  under 
regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  I01}>.  So  far 
as  the  other  two  producers  were  concerned,  no  ac-tion  was  taken  to 
stop  the  sale  of  milk  as.  in  one  instance,  the  milk  was  pasteurised 
liefore  sale  to  the  public,  and  in  the  other  the  Div  isional  \ eterinary 
Inspector  dealt  with  the  diseased  animal. 

T'lu'  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  undei’  the  ridierculosis  Order. 
1988,  was  18. 
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Housing.  On  tlic  8 1st  December,  19o0,  88  overcrowded 
dwellinirs  boused  128  families,  <1  new  cases  of  o\ ercrowdin^y  having 
l>een  rei)orted  during-  the  year. 

Ill  addition  to  1 1?  dwellinghouses  being  in  a state  of  repair  so 
dangiM-ous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
2,0  18  dwellinghouses  were  jiartly  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

4’he  number  of  applicants  on  the  C'ouneirs  housing  list  at  the 
<'nd  of  the  year  was  9,58,  and  the  number  of  new  houses  completed 
(luring  the  year  by  the  ('ouneil  was  bO,  a further  1 1 having  been 
completed  by  prixate  enterprise.  One  hundred  and  eight  houses 
\V(-re  hi  the  eoursi^  of  erection,  and  of  these  li  were  being  erected  by 
pri\  ale  enterprise.
